To H. Leon Knight, a Constable in the Town of New- 
burgh, of said County, GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Newburgh, qualified to vote in town affairs, to assemble 
at the Newburgh Grange Hall in said Town of Newburgh. 
on Monday, the 14th day of March, at ten o'clock in the 
forenoon, 195& to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To hear the report of the selectmen, assessors 
and overseers of the poor, treasurer and superintendent 
of schools, and see if the town will vote to accept them as 
printed.

To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to act as road commissioners, if not, to deter- 
mine the number of road commissioners the town shall 
have and elect the same. 


Art. 6. To choose a member of the school committee 
for a term of three years. 
Art. 7. To choose one or more fire wards. 


Art. 8. To choose a treasurer of the town and all 
other officers except a collector of taxes. 


Art. 9. To determine what sums of money the town 
will raise by taxation for the following purposes, for the 
ensuing year.

Art. 10. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$30.00 for Public Nursing in Newburgh, said sum to be ex- 
pended by the State Bureau of Health for local service. 


Art. ll. To see what sum the town will raise and ap- 
propriate for State Aid road construction (in addition to 
the amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, high- 
ways and bridges) under the provisions of Sections 44 and 
49, Chap. 28, R. S. 1954, as amended. 


Art. 12. To see it the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500.00 for maintenance of improved 
sections of third class road, or to be used in connection 
with the third class apportionment made by the State for 
improvement of third class road. 


Art. 18. To see what action the town wishes to take 
in regard to the uncollected taxes for 1954, 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen, in behalf of the town, to sell and dispose of 
any real estate acquired by the town for non-payment of 
taxes thereon on such terms as they deem advisable and 
to execute deeds for such property. 


Art. 15. To see if the town, for the purpose of pro- 
curing a temporary loan or loans to and for the use of 
said town in conducting its municipal business in the 
current municipal year of 1955 and in anticipation of and 
to be paid out of the taxes of the current municipal year 
of 1955 will authorize and direct the town treasurer, 


subject to the approval of the selectmen, to borrow from 
time to time, during said municipal year, a sum or sums 
not exceeding in the aggregate, the sum of seven thousand 
dollars, and to make, execute and deliver the negotiable 
note or notes of the town therefor, payable within said 
current municipal year and upon such terms as shall be 
satisfactory to said town treasurer and_ selectmen, any 
debt or debts incurred hereunder to be paid out of money 


raised by taxation during the present municipal year.

Art. 18. To hear the report of the committee appointed 
at the last annual town meeting to study and recommend 
a fire protection plan for Newburgh, and to see if the town 
will vote to buy certain fire fighting equipment, and if so,

Art. 19. To see whether the town will direct the Select- 
men to accept, in accordance with their terms, the pro- 
visions of paragraph a. of clause Fourth of the will of Leroy 
M. Bickford, which reads as follows: 


“a. To the Selectmen of the Town of Newburgh in the 
County of Penobscot and State of Maine, four-tenths 
(4/10) of said net income, to be used by the Select- 
men of said town annually, for the repair, mainten- 
ance and permanent improvement of the highways 


in said town.” 


Art. 20. To see whether the town will direct the 
Selectmen to accept, in accordance with their terms, the 
provisions of paragraph b. of clause Fourth of the will of 
Leroy M. Bickford, which reads as follows: 

“b. To the Selectmen of said Town of Newburgh, an 
additional four-tenths of said net income, to be used 
by them for the maintenance and improvement of 
the public schools in said town, and in the hiring 
of teachers who are to teach in said schools, wiih 
the express direction however, that no part of said 
amount shall be used by said Selectmen, either 
directly or indirectly, for the hiring of any teacher 
or teachers who are not graduates of a State Normai 


School or some higher institutions of learning.” 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to reforest part 
of the government land now managed by the town and 


use money from our soil conservation account for so doing. 


Art. 22. To raise and appropriate money to shingle 
the Town Hall. 


Art. 23. To act on any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 


Notice is hereby given that the Selectmen will be in 
session at the Grange Hall on Monday, the 14th day of 
March, 1955, for the purpose of revising the list of voters.

To the S. S. Committee and citizens of Newburgh I 
hereby submit the following financial statement for the 
fiscal year 1954-55. This statement as well as the budgeted 
expenses for the coming year create a change in accounting 
in that the C/S and H/S are treated separately. The over- 
draft for 1953 (1,189.13) was divided between the two 
accounts as C/S—81%; H/S—19%; based upon the relation 
of the amount spent in each account to the total expendi- 
ture.

COMMENTS 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of 
the Town of Newburgh for the fiscal year ended February 
15, 1954. The audit included an examination of the records 
kept by the Selectmen, Assessors, Tax Collector and Treas- 


urer. 
SCOPE OF AUDIT 


While all transactions were not examined in detail, 
accounts were tested and checked by methods and to the 
extent deemed appropriate. All asset and liability accounts 
were reviewed and direct verification was made to the 
extent deemed necessary. Transactions affecting cash, 
accounts receivable, taxes receivable, tax liens and tax 
acquired property were reviewed. Appropriation, revenue 
and expenditure records of the departmental accounts were 
examined. Trust fund investments and related transactions 
were reviewed. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance at the end of the year was reconciled 
with the statement furnished by the depository bank as of 
February 27, 1954. 


Transactions affecting tax, tax lien and tax acquired 
property accounts were reviewed and unpaid accounts at 
the end of the year were checked and reconciled with the 
balances shown on the records of the Selectmen. 

Accounts receivable were reviewed and appeared to be 
stated correctly. These were current accounts due from 
the State and other municipalities. 


LIABILITIES 
Accounts payable at the year’s end amounted to $808.85. 
Tax anticipation notes in the amount of $3,000.00 were 


outstanding. 
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RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


Revenue derived from 1954 excise taxes was carried 
forward to the 1954 municipal year. 


From the examination of the departmental accounts it 
was determined that a net overdraft of $1,120.84 was 
carried forward to the ensuing year. 


At February 15, 1954, the Town had an unappropriated 
surplus of $4,703.65 as compared with $3,608.28 at the end 
of the preceding year. 


GENERAL 


It was determined that all cash received by the Treas- 
urer had been deposited in the bank and all expenditures 
were made by check and authorized by Selectmen's war- 
rants. 


Vouchers and payrolls were examined to the extent 
deemed appropriate and appeared to be proper charges 
to the accounts involved. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet, 
together with related financial statements, fairly presents 
the financial position of the Town at February 15, 1954, 
and the results of its operations for the year then ended.

DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND WELFARE 


January 1 to December 31, 1954 
Although Public Health is thought of as Community 
Health we have to consider that each person dealt with is 
an individual. Therefore, definite programs may be intro- 
duced to a Community but family problems are worked 
out according to the individual's physical, emotional, and 
economical needs. 


We strive for independence but we cannot be independ- 
ent to the point of working alone. Ideas and a sense of 
well-being develop in your community through the efforts 
and willingness to serve others. 


PRENATAL AND POSTNATAL SERVICES 


This service has included home visiting to expectant 
mothers and following the birth of the baby. It is of great 
importance during the above periods that the utmost is 
done to insure sound physical and emotional health. There 
is a great reflection on the baby if these are not insured. 


INFANT AND PRESCHOOL SERVICE 


Home visits to parents of children in this age group were 
made to assist them with various problems. 


A survey revealed that Child Health Conferences would 
not have been profitable this year. Therefore, they were 
omitted, but parents were given an opportunity to attend 
conferences in adjoining towns. 


SCHOOL HEALTH PROGRAM 


As in the past years your public health nurse has been 
available in the schools to offer suggestions toward pro- 
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moting better health conditions and teachings. Home visits 
were made when special problems were referred to me by 
the school personnel. 


CLINIC SERVICES 


The Pediatric, Crippled Children, Cardiac, Mental 
Hygiene and Hard of Hearing clinics sponsored by the 
Department of Health and Welfare have been used for 
children needing these services. The Hard of Hearing 
clinic is an addition to clinic services in this area this past 
year,
